City defends 
sewage plant 


No other city of comparable size in 
Illinois, or in any adjoining state, has 
discharged less pollution into any river or 
stream than has Granite City, Mayor Paul 
Schuler said Thursday during a hearing of 
charges by the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency that Granite City, on a 
number of occasions, has violated national 
water pollution standards. 

Mayor Schuler was among four city 
witnesses to take the stand during a 
hearing of the case in which the Illinois 
EPA is asking the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board to assess penalties of up to $10,000 
per day for each violation the city is found 
to have committed. 


The hearing, held in the City Hall council 
chambers, was presided over by Marvin 
Barnes, Granite City attorney, who will 
certify a transcript of the evidence to the 
pollution control board which will make 
the final ruling on the charges. s 

Primarily, Granite City admitted that 
violations of water pollution standards had 
occurred, but based its defense on an 
explanation that the violations were 
unintentional ones that were unavoidable 
procedures due to failure of the contract or 
to comply with specifications in con- 
struction of the city’s secondary sewage 
treatment plant.

Lance Callis, city attorney, noted in his 
opening argument that the city was 
cognizant of the violations and did all in its 
power to correct the operational problems 
The city, he emphasized, since has 
corrected the difficulties at the 
wastewater treatment plant, and now is 
operating within limits of the water 
pollution standards. 

In a statement concerning the EPA's 
action against the city, which was filed by 
the office of Attorney General William 
Scott, said: 

“The city of Granite City, through the 
efforts of its elected officials and 
cooperation of its citizens, is the most 
advanced in this area in the treatment of 
waste water. 

“No other city of comparable size in the 
state of Illinois or in any adjoining state, 
discharges less pollutants into any river or 
stream. 


“However, over the last few months 
there has been a problem in the operation 
of the treatment facility due either to 
design or construction. The state, through 
the reports filed by the city and 
voluminous correspondence, has been kept 
fully aware of the problems and the city’s 
efforts to solve them. 

“But the attorney general's office, in- 
stead of lending its efforts to help the city, 
has seen fit to bring charges against it and 
asked that fines be levied, thus increasing 
the tax burden of our local citizens. 


while it may be within the letter of the law 
it certainly is not within the spirit. 

“It would seem his efforts could be 
better spent helping the city, rather than 
trying to add to the already heavy 
financial burdens of its citizens.”” 

Also testifying at the hearing in the 
city’s behalf were Ray Haller, vice- 
president of M.W. Architects and 
Engineers which did the engineering work 
on the treatment plant’ construction; 
Ernest Hubbard, acting superintendent of 
the sewage treatment plant, and Monroe 
Brewer, city engineer. 

Hubbard testified concerning effluent 
records maintained at the treatment plant 
during the period the EPA alleges the 
violations occurred, and Haller outlined 
difficulties with equipment and operating 
installations after the treatment plant 
construction was completed. 

Brewer also testified as to operational 
defaults at the plant after it was built and 
outlined the city’s efforts to correct them. 
The city has held up final payments to the 
G.L. Tarlton Construction Co. of St. Louis, 
which built the plant, and has filed suit on 
the firm’s performance bond. 

Basically, the suit filed against Granite 
City by EPA charges effluent discharged 
into the Chian of Rocks Canal, a tributary 
of the Mississippi River, exceeded national 
water pollution standards established in 
the permit issued by EPA for opration of 
the plant by Granite City.

. grant offer 


State School Superintendent 
Joseph M. Cronin last week 
announced the availability of 
approximately $15.5 million for 
grants to Illinois schools. The 
funds will be used to improve 


services to students and to , 


foster imaginative solutions to 
educational problems. 

The state is now accepting 
applications for the funds. Both 
public and nonpublic school 
systems are eligible to par- 
ticipate. 

The application deadline is 
March 1, 1979. The grant money 
is provided by the federal 
government for the State Board 
of Education under Title IV, 
Parts B and C, of the 
Elementary and Secondary 

\ Education Act 

About $8.1 million in Part B 
funds . is available for 
distribution to school districts to 
help them upgrade their in- 
structional, media and library 
services, and their guidance 
counseling and testing. 

‘The money enables schools to 
buy instructional materials and 
equipment for the classrooms, 
to purchase textbooks, library 
books and audio-visual 
materials; and to employ 
counselors and acquire career 
materials and tests. Grants are 
allocated on a formula basis. 

Supt. Cronin has approved a 
recommendation of the Title IV 
State Advisory Council to in- 
crease the funding level under 
the Part B allotment from §2 to 
$2.10 for each student enrolled, 
and from $2.85 to $3 for each 
disadvantaged or bilingual 
student. 

Additional increases from $2 
to $2.50 are awarded to school 
districts with very high tax 
rates but a lower than average 
expenditure per pupil, and from 
25 cents to 35 cents to 
cooperatives, 

Part C funding is awarded on 
a competitive basis for projects 
that offer innovative ap- 
proaches to school programs, 
and for the adoption of exem- 
plary programs, Nearly $7.4 
million is available for grants 
under Part C.

Accelerate fight on retail thefts 


nationally, including $700 
million in Ilinois. 

One of the nation’s fastest 
growing crimes, retail theft 
increased 50 percent in the 
Period of 1972-76 and jumped 
eight percent from 1976 to 1977. 

“In spite of statistics, stealing 
from stores is generally viewed 
as a trivial crime. Shoppers 
consider it the store’s problem; 
courts dismiss it because 
dollars per incident are low. 
Few people see the big picture,” 
said Muncy. 

Beginning with the special 
week and continuing through 
the remainder of the year, 
activities involving retailers, 
students, parents, civic groups, 
law enforcement agencies and 
the news media will be con- 
ducted around the state. 

In line with the theme, 
“Stealing from stores can cost 
you plenty,” citizens are being 
informed that retail theft is a 
crime punishable by law, that 
the crime has an inflationary 
influence on prices, and that it 
adds to the burden of law en- 
forcement, the courts and penal 
institutions. 

Muncy. added, “Every sixty 
seconds 300 days a year, over 
$1,500 is stolén from stores in 
Illinois. Ninety percent of the 
thieves are amateurs, generally 
respected people of the com- 
munity. They steal for a thrill. 

“One of the difficulties in 
connection with retail theft is 
that we have a generation of 
young people for whom stealing 
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from stores is acceptable 
behavior. 

“Approximately 70 percent of 
retail theft apprehensions: in- 
volve teenagers, and young 
adults under 30 years of age. 

“Objective of Everything Has 
a Price is to return to. the 
marketplace _ time-honored 
values of honesty and respect 
for the property of others." 

Muncy urged citizens to take 
positive action to reduce retail 
theft.

Over 50 child abuse 
cases here each year 


By JINNY TUTKEN 
St. Elizabeth Hospital 

Child abuse — 60,000 cases 
are reported every year in the 
United States. At least two 
children die each day as a result 
of abusive treatment. 

Many authorities think that 
child abuse is the leading cause 
of death in children from birth 
to three years of age. 

In Hlinois, more than 2,800 
incidents of suspected child 
abuse are being reported an- 
nually to the Department of 
Children and Family Services, 
St. Elizabeth Hospital Social 
Worker Bob Turck has told 
members of the Lake School 
Parent-Teacher _ Association. 

At St. Elizabeth Hospital, 
Turck, said, the Social Service 
Department is called in on 
approximately one case of 
suspected child abuse per week. 

Child abuse and neglect can 
be defined, according to the

Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services, as those 
situations (non-accidental) in 
which the child suffers physical 
trauma, deprivation of basic 
physical and developmental 
needs or mental injury — as a 
result of an act or omission by a 
parent, caretaker or legal 
guardian, 

Abuse and neglect cover a 
broad range of incidents that 
include physical and sexual 

ibuse; neglection of physical, 
nutritional, medical and safety 
needs; ‘and, mental or 
emotional neglect. 

Several medical indicators 
recognizable by a hospital staff 
might raise a suspicion of child 
abuse or neglect, Turck said, 

One of the indicators is a 
traumatic injury — especially 
in infants and children under 
age five — such as a head in- 
jury, burn, bruise or fracture, 

Another indicator, Turck 
said, is an injury where there is 
a discrepancy between the 
medical history and the degree, 
age or type of injury. 

Thirdly, child abuse or 
neglect might be suspected 
where an injury is not men- 
tioned in the history or for 
which there is no explanation. 

An injury or poisoning  oc- 
curring as a result of gross lack 
of supervision also might be 
reason to suspect child abuse or 
neglect, he said. 

A suffering from 
malnutrition, dehydration or 
delayed development without 
organic cause is another in- 
dication of suspected child 
abuse or neglect. 

Finally, a child with ad- 
vanced, unattended disease or a 
child given inapproporiate food, 
drink or drugs are grounds for 
suspecting child abuse or 
neglect, according to Turck. 

There also are a number of 
non-mendical indicators that 
could arouse a suspicion of child 
abuse or neglect. A con- 
tradictory explanation of the’ 
child’s injury is reason to 
suspect abuse or neglect; in 
some cases, the parent or 
caretaker will admit to abusing 
or neglecting the child, he said. 

Attidtue toward the child 
could indicate abuse or neglect, 
evidenced in inappropriate 
expectations of the child, or 
perception of the child as being 
a “special” problem. 

Det.onstration of a lack of 
concern, detachment or. over- 
reaction to the child’s injuries 
or the situation could be in- 
dicative of abuse or neglect, 
Turck said. 

A history of gross immaturity 
of the parents or evidence of 
bizarre _ behavior, severe 
retardation, chronic alcoholism 
or drug abuse on the part of the 
parent or caretaker also could 
be indicative. of abuse or 

ts 

And a delay in seéking 
medical help, lack — of 
cooperation. concerning 
treatment of the child, or a lack 
of visitation once a child is 
hospitalized might. raise a 
suspicion of abuse and neglect. 

In addition to indications

given by the parents, the child 
could exhibit certain behavior, 
such as unusual hyperactivity, 
agressiveness or detachment to 
arouse suspicion of abuse or 
neglect. 

Unhygenic or improper ap- 
pearance or exhibition of major 
developmental lags are also, 
‘reasons 0 suspect abuse or 
neglect. Again, as in the case of 
the parent or caretaker, a child 
may make a statement that 
someone has been abusive 
toward him, he noted. 

When a case of child abuse or 
neglect is suspected by the St. 
Elizabeth Hospital staff, a 
social worker is notified so that 
a complete social history can be 
obtained. 

After a medical history is 
taken, necessary labortory tests 
are ordered, and the physician 
has given treatment, then the 
physician, nurse and social, 
worker meet to determine a} 
disposition concerning ad-) 
mission and filing of an abuse. 
report, Turck explained. . 

The decision to file that 
report, as well as procedures 
and ordered tests, is explained 
to the family. 


‘The physician emphasizes the 
fact that the hospital has a legal 
obligation to file cases of abuse:, 
and neglect and that the ins 
tention of the report is to give a), 
complete assessment and”

Ohlendorf's positive attitude 
probably stems from his 
knowledge that many of last 
year's players are returning 
with another year of playing 
time.

School regionalization can be 
, carried to too great an extreme, 
it was asserted at.a meeting

State Rep. Celeste Stiehl of the 
host city of Belleville, com- 
mented, “Ours is the only 
region in Illinois where the 
regional superintendent. of 
schools administers both the 
special education and 
educational improvement 
centers.” 

With the exception of the 
administration of improvement 
centers by the Macon County 
regional superintendent, all 
centers in the rest of Illinois are 
administered by boards of 
education, school districts or 
special education cooperatives. 

Mrs. Stiehl was one of four 
participants on a panel which 
included Steve Balen, Madison 
County Special Education 
District, Ralph L. Cox, 
superintendent of Belle-Valley 
schools and Leonard Parrish, 
‘superintendent of the Harmony- 
Ellis-Emge District.

. Superintendent of the St. Clair 


County Educational Service 
Region, is the administrative 
agent for the special education 
regional service centers and 
educational improvement 
centers for the counties of 
Madison, Bond, Christian, 
Fayette, Jersey, Macoupin, 
Monroe, Montgomery, Ran- 
dolph and St. Clair. 

Balen said, ‘Special 
education has lost quite a few 
services this year because of a 
change in the control of funds 
from the SIRSEA agency to the 
regional superintendent’s of- 
fice.

The Wilderness Act of 1964 
was passed to direct federal 
land managing agencies to set 
aside certain lands as areas

himself i isa visitor who does not 
remain.”

Another 
nine million acres are awaiting 
congressional designation as 
wilderness: 

lf this “‘wildernessification” 
stopped there, the economic 
irnphet would be limited.

passed and the Senate was 
considering legislation adding 
66 miilion acres of Alaska to the 
National Wilderness Preser- 
vation System, 

‘The Forest Service has 
identified 62 million acres for 
pddsible inclusion in the system. 
And ‘the Bureau of Land 
Management — which was not 
even covered by the original 
Wilderness Act — is studying its 
lands for suitable wilderness 
areas. 
~An estimated 120 million 
acres of BLM land meet basic 
wilderness area requirements. 

By’ way of background, it’s 
important to know that the 
federal government owns about 
one-third of America’s land, 
and that from this land comes 
much of our timber, natural 
gas, petroleum and other 
minerals. 

The land is also used for 

recreational purposes, grazing 
and as a source of water for

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‘Stay in shape 
during winter’ 
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“If you do nothing to stay in 
shape this winter, your body 
may pay for it next spring. 

“People who do not exercise 
during the cold weather months 
will be prime candidates for 
bursitis and tendonitis when 
spring comes,” according to 
John Skosey, M.D., chief of the 
Rheumatology Section, 
Department of Medicine, 
University of Mlinois Hospital. 

“On the first warm day next 
spring, many people will exert 
themselves more in one day by 


playing tennis, golf or softball 
than they did the previous four 
months,” he said. “They are the 
ones who are asking for 
trouble.” 

Bursitis is inflammation in a 
“bursa,” the space between 
muscles or muscle and bone. 
Tendonitis is inflammation 
occurring in a tendon sheath, 
the “sleeve” in which a tendon 
moves. 

Dr: Skosey says both con- 
ditions can result from even a 
minor crauma or exertion to a 


muscle or tendon. 

“Both conditions are common 
and there are few people who 
haven’t had them,” he said. 
“You can avoid the conditions 
by getting into shape before 
taking part in sports activities, 
or by avoiding such activities 
all together. 

“Bursitis and tendonitis occur 
most often around the shoulders 
and biceps. They are the areas 
primarily affected by unac- 
customed exercises or ac- 
tivities. 


“Sports participation is not 
the only way people can get 
bursitis and tendonitis. 

“Bursitis of the knee can be 
caused by. constant kneeling 
while scrubbing floors. Putting 
out your hand to break a fall 
could also cause tendonitis in 
the wrist.

“In general, they are not long- 
term conditions,” Dr. Skosey 
noted. “They are treated with

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Reduced county budget expected to hike rate ~ 


Madison County finance of- 
ficials will present to the County 
Board Wednesday a new 1978-79 
budget of $34,058,900, and say 
they hope board members will 
approve it without amendments 
because the new appropriation 
accounts for all available 
money, 

Although 


the budget is 


$1,120,091 lower than last year’s 
appropriation of $35,178,991, it is 
expected to result in a county 
tax rate increase of 2.1 cents per 
$100 valuation. 

The higher rate, finance of- 
ficials said, will be necessary to 
offset projected reductions in 
the county's non-tax income 
such as federal revenue sharing 


allocations and Community 
Development grants. 

The estimated rise of 2.1 cents 
in the rate would result in a 1978 
county rate of 56.7 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, up from the 
1977 rate of 54.6 cents. 

William Little, chairman of 
the County Board finance 
committee, said he believes the 


new budget, despite the slight 
tax increase, represents a 
holding of the line on county 
expenditures. He emphasized 
that the projected higher rate of 
56.7 cents still will be lower than 
the 1977 rate which was 58 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
“We feel we’ve spent all the 
money” possible. If we start 


amending things we may be in’ 
the red next year,” he said. 
One such possible amend- 
ment might involve increasing 
the county board’s own budget, 
which was cut for 1979 from 
$264,700 in 1978 to $256,300. 
Assistant State’s Attorney 
Don Smith confirms that he has 
been asked to give an opinion on 


whether such an increase would 
be legal. 


“Smith said he prefers not to 
disclose that opinion before 
giving it to board members. 

He did say that Ilinois state 
statute decrees that any in- 
creases must be made before 
election “of county board 
members.

Rep. Dan Rostenkowski, D- 
Chicago, is expected to remain

Nor are there likely to be 
many new faces among the 
Republican chieftans who will 
lead a minority outnumbered 
276 to 159 despite a gain of a 
dozen seats in the Nov. 7 
general election. 

Rep. Robert Michel, R- 
Peoria, is virtually a sure bet 
for a third term as minority 
whip, the number two spot in 
the GOP hierarchy. 

Rep. John B. Anderson, R- 
Rockford, is favored for a sixth 
term in the third-ranking spot of 
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am,” he said. ‘I know there 
has been this sniping (against 
Rhodes) ... but I am_per- 
sonally willing, for another two 
years, to have the situation as it 
is.” 

Michel fears that a “fractious 
kind of hassle” for the GOP 
leadership post would divide 
Republicans at a time when the 
GOP has been able to make 
gains in Congress and in the 
statehouses nationwide.

Crane has been quoted as 
saying he hopes an effort will be 
made to unseat Anderson: as 
conference chairman, but that 
he would not be personally 
involved. 

Anderson's response was that 
he was disappointed but not 
surprised by that attitude. 

The Crane-Anderson strife 
probably can be chalked up to 
the fact that their ambitions are 
as similar as their philosophies 
are conflicting. 

While Anderson speaks for 
Republican moderates and 
liberals, Crane, the American 
Conservative. Union chairman, 
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is a leading voice in the right 
wing. 

Crane also is an announced 
contender for the GOP 
nomination in 1980. 

If Anderson is defeated for 
conference chairman, it would 
be a setback to his presidential 
ambitions, F 

Congressman Melvin Price is 
seen as continuing as Armed 
Services Committee chairman.

Sharpen pencil on $165,000 cost of new overpass plans 


Nobody said it would be easy to pull 
together the complex preparations and 
mammoth financing necessary to 
construct a traffic overpass at the 19th 
Street railroad crossing, nor that the cost 
and other uncertainties wouldn't 
complicate orderly planning. Nevertheless, 
developments in the last few days are 
disappointing. 

When it becaime apparent that available 
‘funds would force a change from four 
Janes to a two-lane overhead structure, it 
was obvious there would need to be 
“revised or new plans and specifications. 

But it was disclosed at the Nov. 14 City 
‘Council meeting that the new plans are to 
“host $165,000 to $170,000, not much less 
“than the $200,000 original plans that are 
being shelved. 

An M. W. Architects & Engineers 
representative at the Nov. 14 aldermanic 


meeting said at one point that “this is an 
entirely new set of plans for an entirely 
new structure.” Later in the meeting he 
said, “It is my guess we can use about 20 
percent of the planning already done, and 
from there on it is a whole new structure.” 

Since estimates are a part of the success 
or failure of project planning, since there 
is an overall money squeeze, and since 
competitive bidding for planning and 
engineering services would be impractical 
at this point, the city and M. W. find 
themselves in a “for better or worse” 
Partnership. 

If city officials hope to accentuate the 
“better” rather than the “worse,” they 
ought to ask the eningeers to do an awful 
lot of “pencil sharpening” in putting a 
specific price tag on their two-lane plan 
work before the City Council takes up 
formal action on the design authorization 
tomorrow night.

They ought to go at it as if they 
can't afford it, because it’s not their money 
they are spending. It's an attidude that 
might carry over to the remainder of the 
operation.

bond issue uncertain 


Granite City Superintendent 
of Schools B. J. Davis and Tully 
Heubner, director of business 
affairs for the school district, 
were in Chicago today, meeting 
with bonding. attorneys to 
discuss the possibility of a bond 
issue to raise funds for several 
new facilities and for repairing 
several schools. 

As disclosed by the Press- 
Record Nov. 9, the Granite City 
Board of Education has hired 
Architect Henry Gabriel to 
study the district’s needs and 
prepare cost estimates for 
several new facilities, with an 
eye toward a possible bond 
issue next spring. 

Among the possibilities to be 
considered by Gabriel are the 
construction of a new 
automotive shop, a horticulture 
building and a gymnasium and 
auditorium building at Granite 
City High School North, a 
cafeteria addition at Mitchell 
Elementary School and new 
classrooms at Logan 
Elementary School. 

He also is to consider 
remodeling and improvements 
at most other schools in the 


district and present the board 


with cost_estimates. 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Frank Krause told the 


Press-Record this morning that 
any estimates on the size of a 
possible bond issue referendum 
are, at this time, ‘‘sheer 
speculation.” 

He noted the board of 
education is likely to seek a 
referendum in an amount 
smailer than bonds due to be 
retired this year, thus avoiding 
any tax increase, but noted such 
a bond issue referendum “is 
just a possibility, It’s only in the 
thinking stage.” 

Taxpayers in the Granite City 
school district currently pay 
35.1 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation on $4.75 million in 
bonds approved in 1968 for the 
construction of Granite City 
High School North and Johnson 
Elementary School and for 
additions to Coolidge Junior 
High School and reconstruction 
of Memorial Auditorium. 

Board of Education members 
recently speculated that major 
improvements could be made to 
schools and some new facilities 
provided next year without 
increasing the tax rate. 

They emphasized that 
Gabriel's findings will be

Miss Margaret Mulberry, 91, 
of 2619 Edison Ave., a pioneer in 
the field of teaching mentally 
and physically handicapped 
children in 1919 and the first 
superintendent of Wilson Park, 
died at 5:30 p.m. Sunday at The 
Colonnades. 

She had been ill four years 
and a patient at the nursing 
facility the past three-and-one- 
half years. : 

Miss Mulberry was born in 
Carrollton, Ill.7)and came to 
Granite City in 1901 with ber 
family. 

She graduated from 
GraniteCity High School in May 
1907, attended Illinois State 
University at Normal and 
began teaching in. September 
1907 at Washington School. 

In 1910, Miss Mulberry 
started teaching fourth.through 
eighth grade classes in the East 
St. Louis schools and was 
assistant principal and eighth 
grade teacher when chosen by 
the ‘Board of Education to 
organize a program for men- 
tally and physically han- 
dicapped in 1919. 

She was a pioneer in this area 
of education, as only six other 
cities in the United States had 
started similar programs. She 
remained in this worlc until her 
retirement in 1957. 

Miss Mulberry attended 
evening and Saturday classes at 
Harris Teachers College, St. 
Louis, under the supervision of 
Dr. W. W. Wallin, one of six 
psychologists in the United 
States. at that time, and other 
colleges in later years, 

She taught English and 
government to foreign-born 
citizens in evening classes in 
Lincoln Place, behind Granite 


Lucco, Wolf, 


City Steel, at Madison Com- 
munity Center and other 
locations in East St. Louis. 

In 1919 when all foreign-born 
residents had to obtain 
citizenship papers or be 
deported, Miss Mulberry taught 
a class of 206 men, all of whom 
passed their citizenship tests. 

She was a member of the 
national, state and East St. 
Louis Local Retired Teachers 
organization and Elementary 
and Principals associations of 
East St. Louis. 

She served as supervisor of 
playgrounds at —_ Logan, 
Emerson and Marshall schools:

summer months and when 
Wilson Park was ready for the: 
public, she was appointed its 
first superintendent, holding the 
pst four years.

Long-term lung diseaes, like 
asthma ‘and bronchitis, affect 5 
million children. Half of all 
short-term sickness in kids is 
respiratory illness. 

If today’s youngsters grow up 
to be nonsmokers, say lung

fact alone would cause a 
dramatic drop in adult lung 
disease.

miles, visited 16 schools, and 
demonstrated the dangers of 
smoking to 2,890 students and 
teachers.
